From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. q. 


From Prince Eugene’s Head-Quarters at Carbonara, 
November 21. . 

HE Duke of Vendome, who twas be- 

liev’d would take up his Wincver-Quar- 

ters at Guaftalla, has order'd his Bag- 

gage to be carry’d from thence,but whi- 

ther we know not. "Tis faid there are 

6000 Men in Modena, as many in Carpi, and the 
like number in Guaftalla ; 30 Battallions and 2000 
Horfe in Manta , befides Troops that are 

' pofted along the Oglio. We have receiv’d Advice, 
har the Count du Theffe is march’d out of Mantua 
with 2000 Men; That a Detachment ftom the 
French Army has joyn’d him, and that he is ad- 
vanc’d to Borgoforte. He firft took Poft in the Vil- 
lage, which was defended only by Pallifadoes. Lieu- 
tenant Collone! Malvezzi retir’d into the Caftle with 
250 Men, who was order'd to joyn’d the Army, as 
foon as our Artillery was’ arriv’d at the place ap- 
pointed ; the Poft of Borgoforte being of no further 
ufe to us, after having fecur'd the Communication of 
our Quarters by the Bridge of Boats at Oftiglia. His 
Highnefs Prince Eugene having Intelligence of the 
Motions of the Count du Theffe, gave order to two 
Regiments of Imperial Infantry, 2 of Horfe, and 
500 Danes that were pofted on the other fide of the 
Po, to march, to joyn together at Governolo, and 
there to attend the coming of Count Guido Starem- 
berg, who went thither to put himfelf at the Heqd 
of them, and endeavour to bring off the Garrifon of 
Borgoforte. The Count learn’d by fome Prifoners, 
that the Enemy was there with a confiderable De- 
tachment ; which the Smoke from that place con- 
firm’d. He could not attack the Enemy on one 
fide, without expofing himfelf on the other, which 
he did not think convenient ; the rather, becaufe he 
could not tell whether a. frefh Detachment was not 
made from their Army, for that fome of the Enemys 
Galliots and Boats were arriv’d at Borgoforte with 
Men on board. He therefore took care to fecure all 
the Cannon that we had in the Ifland, and fent two 
Grenadiers privately to tell LieutenantCollonel Mal- 
vezzi, that he thould endeavour to get away to him, 
and that he would favour him in his retreat with 
fome Batrallions ; but the Lieutenant Collonel let 
him know it was too late. At the fame time we 
heard the Chamade beat, and faw the Enemy parly- 
ing with our Men. Count Staremberg tarry’d 3 
hours, and then, finding he:could do no good, revir’d. 
We do not know yet on what Conditions the Gar- 
rifon yielded ; Prince Eugene fent ‘a Trumpet to 
Mantua to enquire, who is return’d with this an- 
{wer only, That they are conducted to Cazal Mag- 
giore. We hear from Final in the Modetieze, and 
from Mirandola, that General Albergotti is drawing 
together a {mall Bedy of Troops: near San Martino 
and the Buftiglia ; that he has taken Poft at Ponte- 
Porto, and that he intends to lay a Bridge over the 
€ccchia near San Martino. . This Body is.to confift 


of 5000 Men, but we.can’t learm whether they will 
be detach’d from the Army, or drawn out of the 
Garrifons of Modena, Carpi, and Reggio. 

From the Paris Gazette,a la main, dated Dec.4. , 
Letters from Turin of the 25th of Jaft Month, 
advife, that Prince Eugene has widen’d, his Bridge 
at Oftiglia, that he has made Redoubts at each end, 
and inthe middle, and,Parapets on each fide. That 
by his fending away. {ome Horfe into Germany to 
joyn General Palfi, his Army is reduc’d to 12000 
Men. On the other fide thee Letters confirm that 
the Duke of Vendome’s.Army is in good condition, 
a great number of Soldiers thar are recoyer'd from 
their Sicknefs having .rejoyn'd the Regiments to 
which they belong. Tis true the Cavalry has been 
much weaken'd, through the lofs of a great Num- 
ber of their Horfes by Sicknefs. ‘They add, that 
the Duke of Vendome has drawn his Troops quare 
ter'd along the Oglio,a little clofer towards Mantuag 
and has made 2 Lincs to ftreighten the Germans in 
theirs. That he has {ent 1000 Men into Borgoforte, 
and, That a Regiment of Irith is pafs’d thro’ Pied» 

mont to return into France. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 9. 
They write from the Army of the Imperialifts 
under Prince Eugene, that all the Troops were gone 
into Winter-quarters ; That Prince Eugene had or- 
der’d the Fortifications of Mirandola and other Pofts, 
to be carry’d on very diligently, for the greater Se- 
curity of ; his Winter-quarters ; and that it was not 
true that he had fent 4000 Men towards the Bifhop- 
rick of Trent, as they write from Paris. ': 
They write from Rome, That the Venetian Am- 
baffador has had another long Audience of the Pope,’ 
and afterwards had a Conference with Cardinal 
Fourbin about the Bufinefs of that Audience. Thar 
the fame Ambaffador having taken a great deal of 
Pains to compofe the Difference thar lately happen’d 


_ between Cardinal Grimani and the Ambaffadre(fs of 


Spain ; had proceeded fo far, as to have fettled the 
Form of the Letter which the Cardinal fhould 
write to excufe the Matter, and the Anfwer that 
fhould be return’d on her fide; bur that this Ac- 
cemmodation had mifcarry’d, becaufe the Lady 
would not be fatisfied with being ftil'd Durchefs 
d’Uzeda, without ihe Addition of Ambafladrefs of 
Spain ; and the Cardinal urg’d, that being the Em- 
peror’s Minifter, he acknowledg’d no other King 
of Spain than his Imperial Majefty: That the 
Pope offering his Mediation to the Ambaffador of 
Spain, to adjuft this Affair amicably ; the Duke an- 
{werd him, That he would tarry for his Mafter’s 
Orders, to whom he had written about it: And 
even demanded of his Holinefs that the Guard 
which was placed between his Quarters and Cardi- 
nal Grimani’s fhould be remow’d: But, That the Pope 
being offerided at the Ambaffador’s Arrogance, had 
written to the King to defire he may be recall’d, and 
order’d the Guatd to be reinforc’d to 400 Men: 
That he has fent great Complaints againft him to 
the King of France ; and that being inform’d of rhe 
Ambaffador’s having fent for Men from Naples, and 


_of their being already lahded at Micino, his Holi- 


nefs, to let him know that he would be a 
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his own City, had fent all the Sbirris thither, who 
feiz’d thofe Soldiers and brought them Prifoners 
to Rome, fome few excepted who efcap’d being 
taken. 

They write from Etlingen of the 29th, that Prince 
Lewis of Baden had proclaim’d War againft the 
Elector of Bavaria by order from the Emperor. 
That fome more of that Elector’s Letters have been 
intercepted which difcover fome things of Impor- 
tance: That they had Advice of his being indif- 

os'd, but that he kept with his Troops, caufing 
himfelf to be carried in a Litter from place to place ; 
That a Party of Bavarians had repuls'd 500 Fiuffars 
who were going to garrifon Sulgen, and afterwards 
pillag’d that Town ; and that he has canton'd 5000 
en within the Territory of Ausburg. 

From Triers of the 3d Inftant, ‘tis advis'd that 
the Prince of Heffe Caffel.was advane’d near Traer- 
bach with the Forces under his Command. That it 
was believ’d- he would Attack that Place, in conjun- 
étion with the Emperor's: and’ Elector Palatine’s 
‘Troops which theCount of Naffau Weilburg brought 
into the Hondfrug ; and‘that one of his Parties had 
defeated fome of the French near Wallenaw. 

Thew write from Cologne-of the 5th, that the 
Bridge of Boats over the Rhine at Bonn, is broken 
and almoft ruin’d by a Float of Timber which was 
turn’d a-drift down the Stream by the Governor of 
Kemagen. 

The Allies are in motion about Cologne, and ‘tis 
valk’d with greater affurance than ever,that they will 
make an Attempt either upon Bonn, or the Fort 
thar is ficuate on the ocher fide of the Rhine. 

*Tis advis’d from Antwerp, that the 3 Galliors 
which the French keep on the Scheld, attempted to 
feize the 3 {malt Durch Veffels that ordinarily lye 
for a Guard before Lillo and‘a Fort hard by: But 
were fo well receiv'd, thatone of them was Sunk, 
and the other 2 fo thatrer’d, that they could hardly 
get back to Antwerp.

. Letrers from Strasburg of the 24th fay, That the 
Magiftrates of the Town of rap gr refufing to 
give entrance to fome Troops of Horfe which the 
Marfhall de Villars fent thither,they forc’d the Gates 
and carry’d off the Governor to Saverne. We are 
affar’d that the Marfhal has fent a Detachment of 8 
"Men out of each Troop, to go to Weiffemburg and 
fettle the Winter-quarters for fome Regiments of 
‘Horfc. They write from Metz, that the Body of 
Men commanded by Count Tallard, were to march 
from thence the next day, but ’tis not known what 
Route they will rake.
